Blizzard Creeping 
Across Midwest

A howling blizzard is creeping 
across the upper Midwest today, after 
dumping up to IO inches of snow, 
stranding hundreds of motorists and 
closing stores, industries and schools. 
Two deaths were blamed on the 
storm in Minnesota. 
The Minneapolis-St. Paul area 
braced for high winds and up to three 
inches of snow by tonight, and 
travelers’ 
warnings 
and 
snow 
predictions were posted in Minnesota, 
Iowa and northwest Wisconsin. 
The National Weather Service said 
the blizzard — the worst on record for 
this time of year — was moving in a 
north-northeast direction at about IO 
mph. The low pressure area fed by 
cold Canadian air spun a cold front 
slicing the nation from Minnesota to 
Louisiana. 
John Graf, metrologist at the 
weather service office in Minneapolis, 
said “very critical” weather con­ 
ditions would continue through today 
because of the “sluggish” system. 
Blizzard warnings posted Wed­ 
nesday remained in effect today in 
northwestern portions of the state. 
Snowfall had tapered off, but gusty 
winds blew drifts up to six feet deep. 
Officials said the body of an 
unidentified elderly man was found 
Wednesday in snow in the Fergus Falls 
area, about 25 east of the North Dakota 
border. 
To the north, in Thief River Falls, 
Mike Muzzy, 23, was reported crushed 
by snow-removing equipment on 
Wednesday. 
Most of the storm’s punch — with 
winds gusting to 65 mph — was ab­ 
sorbed Wednesday by western Min­ 
nesota, Nebraska, Iowa and the 
Dakotas.

Winds knocked down the top 600 feet 
of the 700-foot transmitting tower of 
KRSW, the FM station of Southwestern 
Minnesota Public Radio, south of 
Chandler. 
The Minnesota National Guard set 
up emergency shelters Wednesday and 
looked for people stranded in the 
hardest hit areas of the state. 
Fifty cars were stuck in deep snow 
along Interstate 94 near Fergus Falls. 
The sheriff’s office said two turkey 
trucks were among vehicles stranded 
on state Highway 210 and many of the 
birds froze to death. 
Hotels and motels were crowded 
Wednesday night. 
“We’ve got strangers ... sharing 
rooms,” said Roger Dohrmann, 
manager of the Castaway Hotel and 
Restaurant in Detroit Lakes, Minn. 
A motel owner in Alexandria, Minn., 
reported turning away at least two 
dozen people. Guardsmen then turned 
an armory into a dormitory for 
weather refugees. 
Gov. Robert Ray mobilized Iowa’s 
National Guard to help pluck 150 to 200 
people stranded along a 20-mile stretch 
of highway south of Sioux City. But 
before the guardsmen arrived, local 
residents organized a make-shift 
platoon of snowmobiles and four-wheel 
drive vehicles and began rescue work. 
“We’ve got a genuine February 
blizzard in November,” said Lyon 
County Sheriff Craig Vinson. Gusts 
whipped up to 65 mph. 
In South Dakota, a convoy of four- 
wheel-drive vehicles took four hours to 
crawl 38 blizzardswept miles between 
Salem and Sioux Falls to take Daniel 
Thorne, 22, of St. Paul, Minn., to a 
hospital after his legs were crushed in 
a highway accident. 
A South Dakota Highway Patrol 
trooper, who helped in the convoy, 
said: “When one of us got stuck, the 
others helped him out and that’s the 
way we made it.” 
A school bus carrying the Grand 
Forks (N.D.) High School girls’ 
basketball team to a game 
in 
Jamestown, about 120 miles to the 
southwest, was pulled from the 
shoulder of a road after it had been 
stalled for about two hours. 
After the bus was returned to the 
snow-packed highway, Coach Pat 
Sullivan said, “It took us 6*4 hours to 
travel 78 miles.’'

Lebanese and Palestinian searchers 
dug deeper today into the rubble left by 
raiding Israeli warplanes as the 
Lebanese government announced the 
death toll from the heavy air attack 
Wednesday had passed the IOO mark. 
The governor’s office in Sidon, the 
provincial capital of South Lebanon, 
also reported 150 wounded in the 
bombing and strafing of villages and 
Palestinian refugee camps in south­ 
west Lebanon. 
Officials said at least 80 per cent of 
the casualties were civilians and most 
of them were Lebanese. 
The Lebanese government charged 
that the attack was “overt aggression” 
and said it would bring it to the at­ 
tention of the U.N. Security Council. 
The Syrian government radio ac­ 
cused the Israelis of a “deliberate 
attempt to further obstruct American 
peacemaking efforts in the Middle 
East.” 
Despite Israel’s claim that its air 
force attacked only Palestinian 
military targets, foreign correspon­ 
dents who toured devastated villages 
and a refugee camp found no evidence 
of guerrilla positions. 


“Why have they killed our innocent 
babies? The wrath of God on the 
cursed Israeli pilots!” said 
a 
Palestinian woman weeping for nine 
dead children in the infirmary at the 
Burj el Shimali refugee camp. 
Foreign reporters visited the camp 
and the ruins of nearby Azzieh, six 
miles north of the border. They found

all 30 houses in the village had been 
demolished, and 50 huts in the camp 
had been destroyed. 
One resident of the camp, Aly 
Yacoub, said the toll would have been 
much worse had the planes come 15 
minutes earlier, before people left for 
work. 
Yacoub said his wife and daughter 
had been killed when bombs hit their 
house. 
The nearby village of Hanieh also 
was completely destroyed. Survivors 
said bodies were still buried in the 
rubble. 
Bomb craters IO yards wide pocked 
the area, over which survivors said at 
least a dozen Israeli planes made 
repeated runs. 
“The gates of hell opened and it was 
as if the fire started to pour down on 
this place,” said 16-year-old Jebal 


Shebli. “It seemed to be raining fire. 
“After a while nothing was left. It 
was suddenly very quiet, and people 
started coming out of shelters looking 
for their relatives and children in the 
ruins.” 
The Israeli military command said 
the raid, the first admitted by Israel in 
nearly two years, was ordered because 
the Palestinians in the Tyre area of 
southwest Lebanon fired at least 18 
rockets over a period of four hours 
Tuesday into the Israeli coastal town 
of Nahariya. 
Only one Israeli, a 35-year-old 
mother of two children, was reported 
killed by the rockets Tuesday. But Lt. 
Gen. Mordechai Gut, the Israeli chief 
of staff, said the four-hour span of the 
attack and the number of rockets fired 
indicated a change of policy by the 
guerrillas. 


Gut said the retaliatory attack 
served notice that Israel would not 
tolerate a resumption of guerrilla 
activity in southern Lebanon, from 
which the Palestinians raided into 
Israel before the guerrillas went north 
to fight in the Lebanese civil war. 


Israeli Deputy Defense Minister 
Mordechai Zippori, in Nahariya for the 
funeral of the woman, said the 
guerrillas “will pay the full price for 
their actions” and vowed “never to 
give the murderers any rest.” 


The Palestinians and the Israelis 
had been trading artillery and rocket 
fire across the border since Saturday. 
Two Israelis and three Lebanese were 
reported killed during the weekend, 
and more than 15 Lebanese and 
Palestinians were reported killed on 
Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Israel, 
hoping to boost its fighting power with 
squadrons of new American jets, has 
trimmed its request for 250 F-16s to 
150. 
The government of Prune Minister 
Menahem Begin, moving to ensure the 
sale, is also backpedaling on a request 
to share in the plane’s production. 
Even so, the Carter administration 
has not decided whether to equip the 
already powerful Israeli air force with 
the light fighter planes, considered 
more than a match for Soviet jets in 
Arab hands. But the Israelis’ con­ 
cession on “co-production” could lead 
to a deal. 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
off icial s 
acknowledge that, in principle, Israel 
is entitled to a non-specif ied number of 
F-16s once they begin rolling off 
assembly lines. 
But in the Pentagon, and among 
some 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization allies, there is con­ 
siderable skepticism about sharing 
advanced technology with the young 
Israeli defense industry. 
Initially, interviews with a number 
of sources disclosed, Israel sought 250 
planes. But a defense team sent here a 
month ago by the new government in 
Jerusalem cut the request to a more 
acceptable 150 or so. 
Still, the touchier issue is joint 
production. 
The old Labor government of Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin advised the 
Carter administration in May that it 
was willing to separate the delivery 
decision from co-production. 
The Israelis hoped this would speed 
shipment of the planes while high-level 
officials wrestled with sharing 
sophisticated techniques with a 
country that is trying to become a 
major arms supplier itself, partly to 
boost an economy weakened by the 
nation’s security concerns. 
The administration denies publicly 
and privately that it has decided 
against co-production. 
An Israeli spokesman here, noting 
that his government is still interested 
in co-production, said Jerusalem had 
been assured that no decision had been 
made. 


The Associated Press has learned 
that Israel is now asking for only the 
right to build less advanced com­ 
ponents of the General Dynamics 
plane. At the same time, under the 
proposal, the United States would help 
Israel to begin developing its own 


sophisticated aircraft gear from 
scratch. 
Administration officials, meanwhile, 
said that since Israel modified its 
requests a month ago, there has been 
no substantial action on the matter 
within the U.S. government. 
Poisonous Ammonia Gas 
Causes Evacuation O f Homes 
PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) - Brisk 
winds pushed a cloud of poisonous 
ammonia gas from a freight train 
derailment out over the Gulf of Mexico 
today, after the vapors killed one man 
and forced evacuation of at least 1,000 
people from their homes. 
The evacuation was ordered Wed­ 
nesday night as the gas spread through 
residential sections here and in neigh­ 
boring Santa Rosa County. By dawn 
police in Pensacola, in Florida’s 
panhandle, reported the toxic cloud 
over Escambia Bay on Jhe Gulf. 
Thirty persons were treated for 
ammonia inhalation and six were 
hospitalized. 
The train’s crew members escaped 
injury, authorities said. 
Officials identified the dead man as 
Dr. John R. Thorshov, 38, a pathologist 
at West Florida Hospital. Authorities 
say the gas from three derailed tank 
cars 40 feet away swept over his home. 
His wife Lloyda, 38; their daughter 
Daisy, 4, and son Gangee, 16 months 
were all reported in critical condition. 
A Pensacola police spokesman said 
about three square miles remained 
cordoned off as federal transportation 
officials sought to determine the cause 
of the accident, the second such in­ 
cident recently involving Louisville 
and Nashville trains. 
Another LAN train had spilled 
ammonia in downtown Pensacola 
three weeks ago. 
“It verges on criminal negligence 
for federal agencies and other con­ 
cerned people in the railway ad­ 
ministration not to respond to this,” 
said County Administrator Joe 
Mooney.“I don’t know what it takes to 
get their attention.” 
Firefighters spent the night spraying 


water on a ruptured 33,000 gallon tank 
car a few yards away from the 
Thorshov home. Two other tank can 
developed smaller leaks after eight 
cars of the 35-car train derailed, 
Pensacola police reported. 
“The gas comes on very quickly and 
basically chokes you to death,” said 
hospital spokesman Robert Rudd. 
Rudd said one of the persons treated 
for inhalation told him of running 
across his front lawn to escape the 
cloud of gas. 
“He said a little dog came around 
the corner of the house and ran across 
the yard to catch him,” said Rudd/Tie 
said the dog just kind of folded up and 
that’s all there was.” 
City and county officials refused to 
allow the railroad to move the derailed 
train until investigators from the 
federal Railroad Administration and 
the National Transportation Safety 
board could find the cause. 
John Frenkel* a Pensacola coun­ 
cilman called for a ban on rail traffic 
through the area until LAN proves its 
tracks are safe. There are several 
large chemical plants in the Pensacola 
area, and shipment of dangerous 
chemicals is common.

The purpose of the news conference 
was to announce the opening of a new 
J.C. Penney department store in 
Columbus. David F. Miller, northeast 
regional vice president for Penney’s, 
announced an expansion plan for Ohio 
that would eventually result in 20 new 
stores. 
Plans are incomplete on sites for all 
the stores, Miller said. 
In questioning after the retail an­ 
nouncement, Rhodes avoided specifics 
when addressing himself to repeal of 
election day registration and the 
defeat of three other propsed con­ 
stitutional amendments on Tuesday. 
“A lot of people think if the 
president, the governor and Congress 
would take a two-year vacation, most 
of these things would right them­ 
selves,” he said. 
The governor said new plans would 
have to be formulated to aid the 
housing industry in the state and to 
stimulate capital improvements, as a 
result of the defeats of Issues 3 and 4. 
Rhodes supported Issue 3 that would 
have allowed the state to make loans 
for low and middle income housing, 
but took no position on Issue 4, the 
state’s limit on bonded debt. 
“We are at a standstill (on capital 
improvements) and we'll have to 
regroup and get another plan,” Rhodes 
said. 
The governor declined to mention 
specifics on what type of plan should 
be implemented, but, obviously 
recalling the defeat of his multibillion 
dollar bond package on the ballot two 
years ago, he vowed ‘they’ll be no 
bond issues presented by me.” 
Rhodes also said the school finance 
problem should be resolved by the 
General Assembly. 
“I think the whole school problem 
lies in the hands of the General 
Assembly and 
we're 
going 
to 
cooperate,” he said.

“We are deeply concerned about the 
casualties and we are urging all

to

restraint,” the ambassador told 
reporters after the hour-long meeting. 
The border region was reported 
quiet 24 hours after Israeli jetfighters 
returned from bombing and strafing 
missions in the heaviest cross-border 
fighting in two years. 
The air strikes and a massive Israeli 
artillery bombardment Tuesday were 
Israel’s reply to guerrilla rocket at­ 
tacks on an Israeli town that killed 
three civilians. 
Begin told Lewis that Israel would 
continue “to defend our people by all 
means 
available,” 
the 
prime 
minister’s spokesman reported. 
Reports from Lebanon said the 
death toll from the air attacks had 
passed IOO with about 150 wounded. 
The Lebanese government said Israel 
was guilty of “overt aggression,” and 
said it would bring the attack to the 
attention of the U.N. Security Council. 
“If the news reports are correct on 
civilian casualties, we regret it very 
deeply, but we do not apologize for the 
operation itself,” Begin told reporters 
later, repeating his comments to 
Lewis.

FDA Commissioner Donald Ken­ 
nedy told a news conference Wed­ 
nesday that government health 
authorities have “every reason to 
believe that the liquid protein diet was 
at least a contributing factor or a 
cause” in the sudden heart attack 
deaths of IO women under age 45. 
“We expect to find others,” he said. 
“We only have what we’re afraid may 
be the tip of the iceberg.” 
Kennedy urged weight-conscious 
consumers not to go on the liquid 
protein diet without close supervision 
by a doctor skilled in its use. 
And those now on it, he said, should 
“get themselves into the hands of a 
physician” who can spot signs of 
danger. 
Kennedy said warning labels will 
soon be required on liquid protein 
bottles. If evidence against the sub­ 
stance continues to mount, he said, 
“We will use every regulatory tool at 
hand to get it off the market.” 
After the news conference, Linn said 
in a statement issued by his office that 
he has had no deaths in his own 
practice, “and further, I understand 
that when using this obesity treatment 
properly, several hundred doctors 
treating several thousand patients 
have had no deaths.” 
He also maintained that no other 
effective treatment exists for the 
clinically obese, which he called a 
serious medical problem for one out of 
every four Americans and “a major 
risk factor in a number of life­ 
threatening diseases.” 
He said the FDA’s public warning 
should have a positive benefit, saying 
the main problem appears to be “with 
patients monitored minimally by 
physicians.” 
Kennedy said, however, that even 
medical supervision doesn’t guarantee 
the diet is safe. The commissioner said 
all IO of those who died after months of 
modified fasting were under a doctor’s 
supervision. 
“Fad diets for weight reduction 
come and go,” the commissioner said. 
“Most are safe enough for use for short 
periods by the general public. But the 
liquid predigested protein diet has real 
potential dangers.”

The commission also is expected to 
approve within a few weeks a new 
trade rule which, for the first time, 
would require the disclosure of sub­ 
stantiated “R-value*’ ratings both in 
advertising and packaging. 
The R-value is the measure of in­ 
sulation’s ability to prevent heat from 
escaping. Many manufacturers have 
voluntarily placed the ratings on 
packaging. 
But the FTC says some R-values are 
highly exaggerated while others are 
based on laboratory test conditions 
instead of normal use. Claims of 
energy savings, the FTC says, must be 
“ordinarily attainable” in the area 
where the advertising is disseminated. 
Since last April, when President 
Carter proposed a tax break for 
homeowners installing insulation, 
demand has skyrocketed and major 
producers have been hard pressed to 
keep pace. 
At the same time, scores of new, 
small companies have entered the 
market, particularly in the production 
of cellulose insulation where the initial 
investment is relatively low. 
Three major manufacturers of 
fiberglass insulation testified before 
Congress last week that a shortage of 
insulation was expected for another 
three years and that all suppliers are 
using allocation systems because they 
are unable to meet demands. 
Patrick Kelly of the FTC’s consumer 
protection bureau said those kinds of 
market conditions make the industry a 
target for marketing and advertising 
abuses. 
The major evidence of abuse, he 
said, involve exaggerated R-values. 
But some producers also are not giving 
adequate warning of possible safety 
hazards, such as the highly flammable 
nature of cellulose products not 
treated with special fire retardants. 
“We know enough that we think that 
there are major problems. The market 
conditions are right, and we see the 
evidence”, said another FTC official.

Man Sets Out 
To Nowhere In 
Reed Boat 
QURNA, 
Iraq 
(AP) - Thor 
Heyerdahl, the Viking who sailed the 
Pacific and Atlantic on primitive craft, 
is about to set out on a voyage to 
nowhere in particular on a replica of a 
reed boat used by the ancient 
Sumerians. 
His objective, he says, is to deter­ 
mine how far the Sumerians could 
have gone on their boats made of 
marsh reeds and possibly where they 
did go. 
Now 63, Heyerdahl says he expects 
this to be his last ocean expedition. 
His chief navigator and radio 
operator, Norman Baker, a 48-year-old 
construction engineer from New 
Rochelle, N.Y., calls the venture a 
“voyage of destruction” because the 
idea is the sail the reed craft onward 
until it can go no farther. 
The vessel, named the Tigris, is 
scheduled to set sail from tile con­ 
fluence of the Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers sometime this month.

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Legislators To Visit 
Correctional Institutions 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A new 
committee of state senators and 
representatives soon will begin 
making unannounced visits to Ohio’s 
correctional institutions — not just 
state prisons, but local and county jails 
as well. 


Authority for the visits is in a new 
state law which took effect Wed­ 
nesday. It provides that any institution 
must open its doors at any time, 
without prior notice, to the committee. 
Rep. C.J. McLin Jr., D-Dayton, 
sponsored the legislation which he said 
not only can lead to better living 
conditions in penal institutions, but 
also can help the legislature evaluate 
and try to improve rehabilitation 
programs. 
The idea for institutional visits to the 
correctional institutions isn’t new, but 
in the past they have been sporadic at 
best by a public improvements in­ 
spection committee which also has 
tried to keep check on mental in­ 
stitutions, state universities, and other 
state-assisted public facilities. 
McLin said he wanted the legislature 
to establish a separate Correctional 
Institution Inspection Committee 
which can work with the 10-member 
inspections committee, headed by 
Rep. William E. Hinig, D-New 
Philadelphia, perhaps relieving it of at 
least some of its correctional in­ 
spections. 
Under the new law, there will be an 


eight-member committee consisting of 
four members of each chamber, with 
not more than two from each house 
belonging to the same political party. 
Members will get actual expenses, but 
no salary increments for their added 
duties. 
McLin’s measure requires that 
Senate and House members must be 
named by the respective leaders 
within the next two weeks. They will 
elect a chairman from their own 
ranks, with the chairman required to 
get at least five of the eight votes. 
McLin, who reportedly is in line to 
head the new panel, included city and 
county facilities in his legislation, 
saying the state has a responsibility to 
oversee local jail operations but in the 
past has failed to clo so. 
Any visits to local facilities will be at 
the discretion of the committee, but 
the new law requires at least one 
committee visit a year to state 
facilities. The bitt does provide that the 
group can split into subcommittees for 
the visitations. 
McLin’s bill requires the visits to be 
at least four hours in duration, and that 
they include attendance “at the 
general meal period and 
one 
rehabilitative 
or 
educational 
program.” 
Reports to the General Assembly 
must include findings and recom­ 
mendations, along with separate 
reports 
on 
inmate 
grievance 
procedures. 


Fa m ily Doe Fits P o rso n a lity 


JACKSON CENTER, Ohio (AP) — 
“Being a family doc fits my per­ 
sonality,” 
says 
Dr. 
Douglas 
Longenecker. 
It’s his explanation for resigning last 
summer as chairman of the Family 
Practice Department at Wright State 
University Medical School in Dayton. 
Before that he was director of family 
practice at Riverside Hospital in 
Columbus, and before that he helped 
establish a family practice program at 
Good Samaritan Hospital in Dayton. 
“I didn’t leave the university 
because I was angry or upset or 
anything like that,” he said. “I left 
because I missed having my own 
family practice and because I felt I’d 
accomplished what I set out to ac­ 
complish. 
“I concentrated on setting up a 
department 
that 
would 
teach 
physicians how to care for whole 
families, instead of just individual 
patients. A family doctor has to (teal 
with problems that affect whole 
families.” 
Now, he makes house calls and 
checks the toys kids bring to his office 
to gain their confidence — and enjoys 
every minute of it. 
“'Die longer I was away from doc­ 


toring, the more I missed having 
contact with the people,” Longenecker 
said. 
“I’ve tried a little bit of everything, 
the 38-year-old physician said, “but 
being a family doc is what I enjoy 
most. I like to develop lasting 
relationships with whole families. I 
liked being in the administrative end of 
the medical profession, but there is a 
lot of pressure involved. I’m happier 
now; more relaxed.” 
Longenecker, his wife and four 
children live in a three-bedroom 
apartment in Wapakoneta. He wants to 
sell the house they have near Dayton 
and buy a farm near this Shelby 
County community. 
Longenecker shares an office with 
his longtime friend, Dr. Glen Auker- 
man, and says he loves his new work. 
“I love kids. When some of them 
come in for an appointment, they bring 
a teddy bear or a doll baby,” he said. 
“I check the teddy bear’s heartbeat or 
the doll baby’s ears and after I do that, 
the child knows I won’t hurt him so he 
lets me check him, too. That’s what 
being a family doc is all about.” 
He said he still makes house calls. 
“Sometimes it’s necessary,” he said. 
“Most of the family doctors I know do 
it. They just don’t talk much about it."

Rosem ary Clooney

NEW YORK - In 1968, shortly after 
the assassination of Sen. 
Robert 
Kennedy, Rosemary Clooney was 
rushed to a hospital suffering what is 
known technically as a “psychotic 
episode with paranoid overtones.” 
Rosemary, one of the most famous 
singers in the world, 
had 
been 
becoming increasingly paranoic for 
months: It had been a long, difficult 
life. 
Working for the 
Kennedy 
presidential bid had been something to 
hang onto. When he was killed, she 
retreated into unreality. 
“It was a hoax. I was certain of 
that,” she says now. “Nothing more 
than a giant plot, being perpetrated by 
the government of the United States to 


show us how little we appreciate what 
these great people do for us. It’s 
nothing but an object lesson.” 
Rosemary remembers phoning her 
good friend Carol Burnett, during the 
televised 
proceedings 
following 
Kennedy’s death, and saying, “You 
better turn the TV on. It’s the god- 
damnedest farce you’ve ever seen in 
your life.” 
A few days later, Rosemary was in 
confinement in a mental ward. 
Although allowed no visitors, she 
received two messages from old 
friends. A bunch of flowers from Bob 
Hope was accompanied by a card 
saying, “I hope it’s a boy!” The 
second, from Bing Crosby, who had 
heard of her hospitalization while on

NEW YORK (AP) - From General 
Motors to its more than one million 
shareholders: a Merry Christmas and 
all that $929 million can buy. 
A yearend dividend of that amount 
will be mailed Dec. IO to most of the 
individuals and institutions that make 
up the GM family, which now numbers 
1,223,446 shareholders who own more 
than 216 million shares. 
Nearly a billion dollars! Not much to 
the federal government perhaps, but 
GM isn’t quite that large yet, although 
it certainly swamps by comparison a 
few of the smaller members of the 
United Nations. 
If you require further perspective, 
the figure isn’t very much smaller 
than Ute 1976 individual income tax 
collections by the State of Michigan, in 
which is situated much of GM’s 
279,440,000 square feet of property. 
Compare that to the 2,240 square feet 
in your three-bedroom, I -bath ranch 
and you get some idea of the propor­ 
tions. But don’t let the comparison 
intimidate you; GM is simply bigger 
than most things. It’s payroll of 748,000 
employes (1976 average) exceeds the 
population of at least six states. 
The per share dividend breaks down 
to $3.25, made up of the $1 quarterly 
dividend and a yearend bonus 
distribution of $2.25. But that’s not 
even half the story; earlier in 1977 the 
company paid $3.55 in dividends. 
The year’s total, $6.80 a share, 
means a 1977 payout of more than $1.9 
billion, a record high for GM and thus 
the largest payout ever made by a 
manufacturing concern. 
When GM pays there isn’t a com­ 
munity in the United States, and many 
abroad, that isn’t affected in some 
slight way. As GM goes so goes the 
nation, a former GM chairman once 
said. Perhaps not, but when GM talks a 
lot of people listen. 
GM did just that on October 20, at a 
meeting here with securities analysts. 
And one excerpt from that long 


presentation gives you an idea of how 
one 
company 
can 
exite 
the 
imaginations of many: 
“We are forecasting record sales of 
15.5 million cars and trucks in the 1978 
model year — including 11% million 
cars and 3% million trucks.” 
If the GM executives are right, one is 
almost tempted to ask “How can the 
United States possibly slip into a 
recession?” as a few of the more timid 
souls in the audience were warning. 
GM doesn’t expect a recession. 
While it is true that many a similar 
business forecast is made in order to 
spread optimism rather than broad­ 
cast the truth, one does not commit 
billions of dollars to a total myth. 
There must be some truth in it. 
This is how the GM executives ex­ 
pressed themselves, as the analysts 
listened and made notes: 
“ Overall, while some potential 
problems exist — particularly with 
regard to Federal Reserve policy — 
the more substantive evidence points 
to continued expansion. 
“Against this background, an in­ 
crease of about 5 per cent in real GNP 
(gross national product) in 1978 — 
which would be about in line with this 
year’s anticipated gain — appears to 
represent a reasonable expectation. 
“While our outlook may be slightly 
more optimistic than the forecast of 
many business economists — it is 
definitely attainable — particularly if 
the economy proves to be as resilient 
as it was following the 1976 pause and 
last winter’s brief weather-related 
slowdown.” 
Good news, therefore, not just for 
shareholders, who last year received 
3.4 per cent of GM revenues, but for 
suppliers, who received 51 per cent; 
employees, who earned 32.4 per cent, 
and Uncle Sam and his nephews in 
state and local government, who took 
8.5 per cent in taxes.

safari, was “a sweet letter, very 
sentimental for Bing, saying he 
wanted to help in any way he could.” 
Today, recovered from her mental 
illness, Rosie Clooney wishes she had 
held onto that note from Bing.

“We worked at Brighton on the 
Monday of the week he died,” she 
reminisces. “That Tuesday, we made • 
some tapes together for the BBC, and 
then on Wednesday, I left England to 
go home, and Bing left for Spain and 
some golf. It was a breather for both of 
us, and then we were going on to sing 
together in Japan and Australia.” 
She was at her home in California 
that Friday, when “my brother, who is 
an ABC anchorman in Cincinnati, 
phoned me with the news that Bing 
was dead." Her brother didn’t want 
her to see it on TV, or hear it on radio, 
still fearful that an enormous 
emotional shock could once again 
cause her to lose touch with reality. 
“But though it was a tremendous 
sadness, I 
was all right,” said 
Rosemary. “I felt sad that I wouldn’t 
be able to sing again with him. Even if 
I’m singing for the next 80 years — 
which will make me 80 — I’ll never 
enjoy it as much as I have the last 30 
years singing with Bing.” 
As soon as possible, Rosemary went 
to see Kathryn Crosby, “who really 
has never been given the credit she 
deserves. Bing was not the easiest man 
to live with, and any adjustment that 
had to be made was made by her. But 
she loved him dearly, and she was 
faced by the problem that Bing had 
specified he wanted nobody at his 
funeral except his seven children and 
his wife. That was it.” 
Rosemary smiles tenderly, recalling 
that “Bing was so very specific about 
it because he hated going to funerals 
himself. If a funeral was imminent and 
he could get a job in Timbuktu to avoid 
it, Bing would take the job. He didn’t 
like to think about death. We were 
playing the Palladium together when 
my sister, Betty, died. Bing called the 
hotel and I answered, and he asked if 
he could talk to my son, Miguel — and 
he asked Miguel about the details, and 
how I was taking the news, and sent his 
sympathy. But he never, ever talked to 
me directly about it. I think maybe 
some banshees were howling around 
that Irish head of his.” 
The world tour with Bing now a lost 
dream, Rosemary Clooney is currently 
touring major cities to publicize ber 
book, “This for Remembrance,” an 
autobiography published last Monday. 
“It isn’t easy,” said Rosemary. “To 
prepare the book. I talked into a 
machine, and a gentleman named 
Raymond Strait, who has a talent for 
writing and organization, put it 
together. It was good for me. I got 
everything off my chest — it rein­ 
forced my years of psychiatry — and I 
was in limbo with my memories. Then, 
when I had to go out on the road to talk 
about the book, I was not prepared at 
first. People would ask questions about 
what I had actually dictated for the 
book, and I’d think, “Well, that’s a 
little personal, isn’t it?’ ” 
She’s fine now, Rosie says — and her 
glowing face reaffirms it. She still 
goes to group therapy sessions once a 
week, and occasionally — such as 
when her sister died — has private 
therapy sessions with her psychiatrist. 
“But I feel I can handle anything 
now, without losing touch with reality 
again,” she said. She travels with her 
dear friend of many years, Dante 
DiPaolo, and is surrounded by her six 
children by actor Jose Ferrer, whom 
she divorced before her breakdown. 
“I still have God,” as she says in the 
book. “I still have my kids — I still 
have Dante. Most importantly, I have 
my sanity. I know I’ll make it.”

Speaking Of Your Health

Is it definitely known that Tris can 
cause cancer in children? Aren’t we 
exposing our children to the great 
hazard of fire by eliminating this 
substance fom their clothing? 
Mrs. D.I.L.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The chemical compound, dibro-mo- 
propyl phosphate, known as “Tris,” is 
definitely of value in retarding flames 
when used in children’s clothing. 
A two-year study made at the 
National Cancer Institute showed that 
this chemical did cause cancer in 
experimental rats and mice. Because 
of this, the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has banned its use in 
children’s clothing. 
Some research scientists believe 
that the preliminary studies in these 
experimental animals were far 
removed from the realistic possibility 
of producing cancer in children. 
A great many parents like yourself 
have rightfully expressed concern. 
You wonder if the theoretic risk to the 
use of Tris is as great as the actual risk 
of injury, and even death, to children 
whose clothing will no longer be flame- 
resistant. It is generally acknowledged 
that Tris as a flame-retardant has 
saved an enormous number of children 
from serious burns. 
I believe that research workers will 
soon come up with new and effective 
flame-retardants which can be in­ 
corporated in children’s clothing and 
which will have no cancer-producing 
possibilities.

State M aintains 
Unfair Parking, 
Ferguson Says 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
maintains an unfair parking policy for 
itsemployees oh state-owned lands, an 
auditor’s report says. 
Thomas E. Ferguson, state auditor, 
said his findings have led to a 
recommendation that the state 
Department of Administrative Ser­ 
vices and the Office of Budget and 
Management draw “a 
guidelines for parking 
both state-owned and 
property.” 
Ferguson noted that some state 
Health Department employees must 
pay $5 a month for parking on state 
property while those working for the 
same department but in a different 
office park free on state land. 
Ferguson’s report also shows that 
the state is paying $106,000 a year to 
park state-owned automobiles in some 
2,690 rented spaces. 
Ferguson’s study was spurred after 
it was learned two years ago the state 
was paying $16,582 a year to rent 200 
spaces on the capitol’s far east side. It 
turned out there were only 144 spaces. 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) - Isabella 
Cannon, a 73-year-old political novice 
given little chance when she began a 
quixotic campaign with a pair of tennis 
shoes draped around her neck, has 
scored a stunning upset over in­ 
cumbent Mayor Jyles Coggins. 


A retired librarian, Mrs. Cannon 
rode into office with the backing of 
groups seeking to save neighborhoods 
from developers and a coalition of 
young people, professionals and 
academics. 


Coggins, a wealthy contractor 
running for a second term, had the 
backing of the city’s business 
establishment. 
“I don’t think age has anything to do 
with it, any more than sex does,” she 
said at a victory celebration Tuesday 
night. “I’m active and have a fair 
degree of intelligence. There were 
questions about my age earlier in the 


campaign, but those were dispelled as 
people got to know me.” 
Mrs. Cannon, a widow who has been 
active in civic and political affairs but 
was making her first try for public 
office, said she used her tennis shoes 
as a gag at her first campaign ap­ 
pearance after being called “a little 
old lady in tennis shoes." 
“Everybody just laughed,” she said. 
“It’s another one of those cliches about 
old people. I don’t think most people 
who wear tennis shoes are little old 
ladies.” 
In unofficial but complete returns, 
Mrs. Cannon received 52.1 per cent of 
the vote in the city of 150,000, North 
Carolina’s capital.

In his campaign, Coggins made 
public references to Mrs. Cannon’s age 
and called her “a nice little retired 
lady.” 
She replied in interviews that 
Benjamin Franklin was 81 when he 
helped write the Declaration of 
Independence and Winston Churchill 
was 77 when he was re-elected prime 
minister. 
“I haven’t had gall stones or 
anything like that,” she added tartly. 
“ Qualifications are much more 
important than age. This is one of the 
myths and cliches that are being laid 
to rest,” she said. “Many people much 
older than I am have held important 
positions in the history of our coun­ 
try.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sugar 
prices are expected to rise by more 
than 3 cents a pound by the end of the 
year because of government moves to 
give producers higher prices for their 
product. 


The current national average of 21.68 
cents a pound for refined sugar in 
grocery stores probably will reach 25 
cents, government economists said. 
But the price to consumers still will 
be less than half the 1974 level. 
President Carter was expected to 
sign today the papers imposing a fee of 
3.3 cents a pound on foreign sugar and 
increasing the import duty by nine- 
tenths of a cent, to 2.81 cents a pound. 
Sugar importers who anticipated the 
actions and bought early could get 
extra profits of up to a nickel a pound. 
The Agriculture Department pegged 
the total extra importers’ profits at as 
much as $84 million, but industry 
sources say it will be closer to $100 
million. 
Americans consume about ll million 
tons of sugar a year, about half of it 
from the sugar cane and sugar beet 
fields of this country. 


Consumers turned away from sugar 
to some degree in 1974 when a shortage 
escalated foreign prices to 57.3 cents a 
pound, the domestic price to growers 
to 65 cents and the retail price to 
almost 60 cents, or $2.99 for a 5-pound 
bag of refined sugar. 
With prices at that high level, 
Congress ended its 40-year-old price 
support program for sugar'. But in 1975 
and 1976, sugar producers around the 
world accumulated surpluses from 
good crops. With demand dropping and 
surplus available, prices dropped. 


Foreign sugar could be bought 
Tuesday for about 7.1 cents a pound. 
Shipping costs and the current duties 
bring the price close to the domestic 
price of not quite ll cents on Tuesday. 
President Gerald R. Ford tripled 
import duties in 1976 in response to 
producers’ pleas of hardship, but their 
financial situation continued to 
decline. 
Moves began in Congress in 
February to shore up the price by 
renewing the support program. Farm 
legislation Carter signed in late 
September required a program to 
assure a return of 14.24 cents a pound 
for refined beet sugar and 13.5 cents 
for raw cane sugar. 
Since the market price could not 
otherwise be held at those levels 
without the government buying up 
sugar supplies, the decision was made 


to raise the price of the imports, of­ 
ficials said. 
If the fees don’t keep domestic prices 
high enough, said Deputy Agriculture 
Secretary John White, “that’s when 
we’ll have to think about quotas.”

CINCINNATI (AP) - Trials are 
scheduled to begin in federal court 
Dec. 5 for 16 of the 18 remaining 
defendants indicted last summer on 
conspiracy and racketeering charges. 
U.S. District Judge Timothy S.

proceedings. 
A similar trial here earlier — 
presided over by federal Judge Carl B. 
Rubin — resulted in the conviction of 
IO persons 
on 
conspiracy 
and 
racketeering charges in connection 
with a drug and stolen property ring in 
southwest Ohio. 
A total of 37 persons were indicted in 
July by a federal grand jury. 
Eight of the original defendants 
pleaded guilty to fewer charges than 
those named in the indictment, and one 
person, Billy Ray Johnston of Cin­ 
cinnati, was an apparent suicide 
victim.

Youngstown Sheet St Tube Co. stunned 
Ohio’s Mahoning Valley with a Sep­ 
tember announcement closing its steel 
m ill and laying off 5,000 workers, the 
Labor Departm ent quickly made 
•special help available to the workers. 
The Youngstown workers joined 
250,000 other Am erican workers 
nationwide who have been declared 
eligible for cash and other assistance 
under the Trade Act of 1974 because 
they lost their jobs as a result of 
competition from increased imports. 
Among them are workers who made 
shoes in Massachusetts, automobiles 
in Detroit, bras and girdles in New 
York, aircraft engines in California, 
tennis rackets in Missouri and netted 
shrimp off the Texas Gulf Coast. 
Edward Soda, a Lackawanna, N.Y., 
steelworker laid off in 1975, is one of 
them. He says the money kept his 
fam ily off welfare. 
The federal program is called “ trade 
adjustment assistance.” Workers call 
it “ burial insurance,” but are happy to 
get it. 
For workers displaced by imports, 
the money, when combined with state

them 70 per cent of their former wages 
for as long as 52 weeks. 
“ Without the money, I think I would 
have lost my house,” says Soda, a 37- 
year-old father of four with 18 years’ 
seniority in Bethlehem Steel Corp. 
m ills. He was rehired in 1976 and 
worked several months before being 
laid off again last summer. 
The Labor Department is con­ 
sidering trade adjustment assistance 
for the Lackawanna workers but Soda 
apparently hasn’t worked long enough 
at his new job to qualify for federal 
assistance a second time. 
He says his fam ily may have no 
choice but accept food stamps and 
other welfare payments once his 
unemployment insurance runs out. 
Trade adjustment assistance is one 
of the government’s fastest growing 
programs, having paid out $286 million 
to workers since the current program 
began in April 1975. The total is rising 
as more petitions for aid are filed and 
approved almost daily.

type of financial assistance through 
Sept. 30, the leaders are transportation 
equipment (largely autos), with 63,454 
employes; 
prim ary metals 
(steel,

(shoes), 24,191; and fabricated metals, 
22,641. 
Organized labor generally has 
supported the program because of the 
financial help it offers workers, but 
says the program shouldn’t be con­ 
sidered as the answer to the nation’s 
growing trade problem. The unions 
have joined with business in demand­ 
ing 
im port 
quotas 
and 
other 
protectionist legislation to curb 
alleged unfair foreign competition. 
Trade Adjustment assistance has 
been around in a moribund way since 
1962, but it has only sprung to life since 
the benefits were enlarged and the 
requirements softened as a result of 
the 1974 Trade Act. 
In the 13 years of the old law, 40,000 
workers received benefits totaling $80 
million. In the 30 months of the new 
program, 840 petitions covering 255,608 
workers had been certified for 
assistance payments. Another 1,009 
petitions involving 312,148 workers 
were denied. 
The Labor Departm ent has a 
backlog of more than 450 petitions 
covering thousands more workers, and 
officials say the pace is accelerating. 
“ We don’t know exactly why,” says 
M arvin Fooks, who directs the 
program. He explains that part of the 
reason is because of rising imports, 
but “ it could be that more people are 
becoming aware of the program and 
are filing for benefits.” 
An American teacher of Hebrew in a 
Minneapolis school replaced earlier 
this year by an Israeli immigrant 
wrote the Labor Department asking if 
he was entitled to benefits. He wasn’t. 
The same question was raised by 
schoolteachers, bus drivers and an 
automobile dealer in White Pine, 
Mich., after the government approved 
trade adjustment benefits for the 
town’s miners who lost their jobs 
because of rising copper imports.

Ohio’s dams and of the state’s in­ 
spection program under the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resouces. 
Robert W. Tester, natural resources 
director, described the state’s in­ 
spection program Wednesday as 
“aggressive,” in spite of the small 
staff in charge of inspections and its 
$191,000 annual budget. Inspections 
are the duty of seven engineers and 
two technicians in the division (rf water 
dam permits of the natural resources 
department. 
The federal government lists 925 
Ohio dams as being subject to its 
safety laws. Of those, 223 are con­ 
sidered highly hazardous in terms of 
proximity to population centers and 
valuable property, 504 dams have been 
evaluated as moderately hazardous, 
while 196 are considered of low hazard 
to people and property. 
The federal determinations make no 
reference to structural sufficiency of 
the dams. The Georgia dam had a 
highly hazardous rating because it was 
upstream from a population center. 
Most Ohio dams — nearly 5,000 — 
are (rf the farm pond variety. Their 
inspection falls exclusively under state 
jurisdiction, since they are between IO 
and 25 feet in height. The Federal Dam 
Inspection Act of 1972 covers dams 
over 25 feet tall. 
Since 1963, the state has required 
that new dams meet state approval 
during construction. 
State law requiring inspection (rf 
existing dams went into effect in 1989. 
Tester told Rhodes that since then, 329 
older dams have been inspected. 
Ohio has required major dam 
repairs in a few recent instances that 
Tester pointed out. Youngstown, with 
a $500,000 state grant, improved Milton 
Dam in 1975, and Norwalk was advised 
two months ago to repair its three 
dams.

M a y o r Faces 
M ajor Problem 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - J. 
Phillip Richley won’t take over as 
mayor for seven weeks, but he’s 
already talking about what he can do 
about the major problem facing 
Youngstown: the economic blow from 
steel industry cutbacks. 
Richley, who led a Democratic 
sweep of elective offices Tuesday, said 
he considers economic recovery so 
important he will ask City Council to 
create a new cabinet post of director of 
economic development. 
Under Richley’s proposal, the new 
director would be responsible for 
coordinating and expediting efforts by 
all branches of the city government 
toward economic recovery. 
Richley, a former director of the 
Ohio Department of Transportation, 
met for two hours Wednesday with 
outgoing Republican Mayor Jack C. 
Hunter, who did not seek re-election. 


The mayor-elect said two temporary 
City Hall posts were to be created by 
Hunter to assist in the changeover of 
administrations. 
Richley said also that Hunter invited 
him to take part in all meetings until 
he takes over — particularly those 
concerned with economic problems. 
A planned shutdown of Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Corp. operations at 
suburban Campbell will idle 5,000 
steelworkers. The ripple effect of the 
cutbacks is expected to affect a total of 
about 10,000 jobs here by the end of the 
year. 
Another priority, Richley said, will 
be overhaul of the police department. 
“It was significant that all three of 
us candidates for mayor made police 
reorganization and naming a new chief 
part of the campaign,” he said.

When U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica wrote Carter that he planned to 
retire from regular active duty, the 
president’s reply to the Watergate 
jurist did not begin, “Dear Judge 
Sirica” or “Dear John.” Carter’s 
salutation: “To Judge John J. Silica.” 
Jody Powell, the White House press 
secretary, says Carter adopted his 
rather unusual approach to letter 
writing as governor of Georgia. 
“It avoids confusion,” said Powell. 
For example, if Carter were writing to 
two men named Jones, use of “Dear 
Mr. Jones" might result in the letters 
getting into the wrong envelopes. But 
under the president’s formula, the 
salutations automatically would in­ 
clude first names. 
“It also gets around titles and 
nicknames,” 
Powell 
observed. 
Although Carter took note of Sirica’s 
title, had he been in doubt he would 
have written, “To John J. Silica.” As 
for nicknames, some of Sirica’s fellow 
judges call him Johnny. Had Carter 
written a “Dear Johnny” letter, 
there’s no calculating the ways in 
which it might have gone astray. How 


many Johnnys does Jimmy Carter 
know? 
Then there’s that matter of Miss- 
Ms.-Mrs. Why didn’t somebody dream 
up the Carter Formula sooner? 
According to Powell, the president 
eschews the use of “dear” except in 
“the most personal of circumstances.” 
So how can one explain those 
thousands of Democratic fundraising 
letters that went out last month, over 
Carter’s facsimile signature, to “My 
Dear Friend.” Some would bet the 
president never saw them. It would 
have been more his style to begin, “To 
my fellow citizen.” 
Incidentally, a number of ad­ 
ministration officials have adopted the 
Carter Formula. 


When the cats are away the mice will 
play, or something like that. 
Powell and Hamilton Jordan, the 
White House aides considered closest 
to Carter, took a half day off last week 
and, so far as reporters could tell, a 
holiday air ensued. 
The appointments schedule for 


Carter himself was oddly thin. And the 
press corps covering the White House 
was told it was safe to go home at 4 
p.m., the earliest weekday “lid” yet in 
this administration. 
Jordan and Powell flew to Albany, 
Ga., where hometown well-wishers 
and Carterites threw a Mg party to 
“roast” Jordan. 
Powell spoke, as did Bert Lance and 
Robert Strauss, the president’s chief 
trade negotiator.

NELSONVILLE, Ohio (AP) - 
Teachers and students went back to 
work today in the Nelsonville-York 
School District 13 days after it went 
broke and closed. 
Voters approved a new property tax 
Tuesday which put the system back in 
business but some said they endorsed 
it with reservations. 
The district of 2,000 students, spread 
over 78 square miles of Ohio’s 
Appalachia, was one of three that 
closed before Tuesday’s election for 
lack of funds. 
The Toledo school district 200 miles 
to the north also passed a new school 
tax and reopened classes to its 52,000 
students. The West Muskingum Local 
District, 50 miles northeast of here, 
defeated a school tax. Its 2,300 students 
will remain out of school until after 
Jan. I. 
. 
The levy approved here will add 
$47.25 next year to the taxes of the 
owner of a $30,000 house, who now pays 
$373.27 a year in taxes, with 66 percent 
of it going to education. 
“I know we have to have a tax on 
property,” said Ethel McConnell, who 
has five children in Nelsonville-York 
schools. “But there comes a time when 
it really strains the budget to pay 
taxes. 
“We voted for the tax and are willing 
to pay it if it is to keep the children in 
school. But I think there should be a 
better way. 
“I don’t know what it is but I want to 
find out.” 
Joe Brooker, 17, a senior and athlete 
at the high school, spent his idle time 
encouraging adults to vote for the levy 
so he could return to classes. 
“Some apartment renters voted for 
the property levy and they don’t have 
to pay the tax,” he said, “and some 
said they were against it because they 
are taxed to death.” 
Janie Thompson, 18, the student 
council president and this year’s 
homecoming queen, said she learned a 
lot about taxes while putting up signs 
and working at school tax rallies. 
“I didn’t know what was going on 
until I got into this,” she said. “This 
might not be the best way but it seems 
to be the cheapest way so far to pay for 
schools.” 
Mrs. McConnell, with three honor 
roll students in her house, said the 
property tax method for financing 
education leaves a lot of unanswered 
questions. 
“I think this crisis has brought 
parents to realize there has to be some 
more permanent solution to our 
problem,” she said. “We have to 
search for answers until we find a 
better one... 
“I don’t know how this should be 
done but if enough parents get together 
we can find out how its done and 
maybe come to some kind of solution.” 
Elementary teachers Kimberly 
Culp, 27, and J. Gordon Sullivan, 45, 
said higher taxes offer no lasting 
solution to school financing. 
“It will help us .get through, 
hopefully, for five years,” Sullivan 
said. That is the life of the new tax. 
“But even that remains to be seen. 
Both said teachers and students 
have been short on supplies. 
“This is the third year I’ve been here 
and things have been tight,” Mrs. Culp 
said. “They have been pretty lean 
years ... Some classes have shortages 
of books and supplies.” 
“Some teachers are giving oral tests 
because of a shortage of paper,” 
Sullivan said.

TV Boxing Deal 
Under Investigation 


NEW YORK (AP) — Among the 
more startling revelations to come out 
of last week’s House Communications 
Committee hearings in Washington 
were the terms of CBS’ contract with 
boxer Howard Davis. 
Until the hearings, CBS steadfastly 
had refused to reveal details of its deal 
with Davis. And with good reason. The 
contract is a clear example of TV’s 
abuse of power. 
The deal, which began last March 3, 
gives CBS exclusive rights to Davis’ 
bouts through 1980. Through the first 18 
months he gets $40,000 for each six- 
round bout and $50,000 for each eight- 
rounder. 
But during the second 18 months 
Davis gets $200,000 per fight if he 
agrees to pay his opponent or $166,667 
per bout if CBS pays the opposition. 
Davis also, apparently, picks his own 
opponent. 
What this means is that Davis can 
select some worthless pug, offer him 
$5,000 and keep $195,000 for himself. 
The 
obvious 
opportunities 
for 
chicanery are enormous. What kind of 
an opponent is Davis going to pick 
under a deal like that? A cheap one no 
doubt. And how hard is the opponent 
going to fight if he’s taking on the guy 
who signs his paycheck? And what if 
the opponent is offered more to lose 
than to win? And what about the 
public? How can CBS promote a sham 
like this as a legitimate bout? Isn’t that 
an out and out deception? 
Network officials say they realize 
they made a bad deal and are trying to 
get out of it. But Davis’ people are 
reluctant to change the terms. No 
wonder.

School Issues 
Evaluated 
State Wide 


COLUMBUS — Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Franklin B. Walter 
called Tuesday’s general election 
results “an auspicious response by the 
public to continued commitment and 
support of public education in Ohio.” 
The percentage of new operation 
levies approved by the voters at a 
November election is the highest 
approval rate in nine years. Eighty- 
five of 160 new operating levies were 
passed, an approval rate of 53.1 per­ 
cent. The percentage was exceeded 
only by election totals of 1967 and 1968 
when approximately 63 percent of new 
operating levies were approved. The 
figure also represents the first time 
since 1968 that more than 50 percent of 
new operating levies were approved in 
November general election. 
“I am genuinely pleased with the 
general 
public’s 
overwhelming 
response to financial needs of Ohio 
Schools,” Dr. Walter said. “These 
election results reinforced the shared 
responsibility concept as the un­ 
derlying basis of fiscal support, which 
is essential to all Ohio School 
districts,” he added. 
In last year’s general election, 62 of 
172 operating levies or 36 percent, were 
approved by Ohio voters. The 
November 1977 new operating levy 
percentage figure represents an in­ 
crease of more than 17 percent from 
last year’s general election. 
Statewide, Ohio voters responded to 
requests for school funding by ap­ 
proving 156 of 291 school-related tax 
issues, for a 53.6 percent approval 
rate. 
The overall results exceed last 
November’s general election figures 
by approximately IO percent when 140 
of 311 issues, or 44.7 percent, were 
approved. The totals for November 
1977 also exceed the excellent June 
1977 primary election results when 99 
of 194 school tax issues, or 51 percent, 
were approved. 
Of the 31 renewal levies on the ballot, 
29, or 93.5 percent, received voter 
approval. Last year, 35 of 35 renewal 
levies were approved. The only 
combination renewal and new levy on 
the ballot also received voter ap­ 
proval. 
Nineteen of 39 capital improvements 
or building fund levies, or 48.7 percent, 
were passed, compared with 21 of 41, 
or 51.2 percent in November 1976. 
Of the three combination operating 
and building levies, one passed 
compared with one out of two last 
year. 
Bond issues before the voters this 
year attained an approval rate of 36.8 
percent when 21 of 57 issues throughout 
the state were passed. Last year, 21 of 
61, or 34.4 percent, were passed. 
Election date reflect voter results 
compiled November 9 by the Depart­ 
ment of Education and are subject to 
further revisions following additional 
returns, Walter noted. 


Cincinnati voters

proposed 7.25 mill tax by 1,100 votes 
Tuesday, leaving school experts 
pondering their next move. 
The most immediate form of help 
hinges on the school board’s lawsuit 
against the state. The board is seeking 
to have the Ohio system of funding 
education declared unconstitutional. 
Closing arguments in the case are 
scheduled for Dec. 3, and if the board 
wins, it will seek “the most immediate 
relief possible,” according John A. 
Lloyd, board attorney. 
The narrow defeat was blamed on an 
economic backlash, according to 
board member John Rue. 
“We’re seeing a consistent pattern of 
taxpayer revolt and this is the only 
place where they can express their 
dissatisfaction,” said Rue. “We are 
overtaxed and looking at a stupid way 
of financing education in Ohio.” 
Hamilton County voters turned out 
in near-record numbers — more than 
70 percent — to approve one charter 
amendment, defeat another and 
produce a surprise in its city council 
nice. 
A charter amendments to link police 
and fire force levels to the population 
was rejected by 32,000 votes, while 
approval was given for an increase in 
property taxes to fund the Regional 
Crime Information Center, a com­ 
puterized facility for obtaining instant 
date about criminals and crime. It 
passed by 9,400 votes. 
The city council race may have 
turned the mayoral title over to young 
Democrat Gerry Springer, who out- 
polled present mayor James Luken, 
also a Democrat. 
Springer got 76,077 votes to Luken’s 
66,427 to top the council race.

Panama Woos 
Senate Votes 
For Treaty 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) - 
Gen. Omar Torrijos has ordered a 
major public relations effort for seven 
visiting U.S. senators, hoping to nail 
down their votes for the controversial 
Panama Canal treaty. 
Sources said the Panamanian leader 
hopes the expanding tour and luxury 
treatment will overcome anti-treaty 
arguments in the minds of undecided 
senators and blunt allegations about 
civil rights violations in Panama. 
“Torrijos put out the word this 
morning — he wants to give them the 
full treatment,” one U.S. embassy 
official said on Wednesday of the 
senators’ visit. 
In a day-long tour spanning the 
country today, the Panamanian leader 
was to play host to the lawmakers at a 
village festival, a visit to Indian 
craftsmen on the San Blas islands and 
a stop at his seaside home at Farallon. 
The schedule of events was growing 
even as the senators, led by Majority 
Leader Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., 
arrived aboard an Air Force jet 
Wednesday for the four-day visit. 
Seven aircraft reportedly had been 
requisitioned by Torrijos to carry him, 
his guests, Panamanian officials and 
reporters. 
Originally, the senators were to 
observe only the festival at Los Santos, 
commemorating Panama’s “first cry 
for independence from Spain in 1821.” 
The other stops were added later. 
The canal treaty, which requires a 
two-thirds vote to win Senate 
ratification, provides for the waterway 
to be gradually turned over to Panama 
by the year 2000. After that, the United 
States and Panama would share the 
tasks of defending it and keeping it 
open.

president, said the utility may have to 
raise the utility rate if PUCO rejects 
the backbilling practice. 
“We feel we are legally responsible 
for energy used,” Dickhoner said after 
the hearing. “If we cannot collect, we 
will simply have to pass that cost on to 
other customers.” 
The City of Cincinnati filed a com­ 
plaint with PUCO in May after several 
CG&E customers complained to a city 
councilman.

Farmer Wins Suit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Nearly a 
year of protest against Ohio’s biggest 
utility has ended in victory for an 81- 
year-old farmer who refused to allow 
his service curtailed. 
Doyle Hale of Stockport held out 
against Columbia Gas of Ohio Inc. and 
won Wednesday when the natural gas 
supplier was ordered to provide him an 
alternate, though more expensive, fuel 
source to replace a leaky natural gas 
line. 
Since last December, Hale had been 
protesting the fact that Columbia 
wanted to curtail his service because 
of leaks in the above-ground pipeline 
serving his Morgan County home in 
southeastern Ohio. 
Hale and his wife of 60 years went to 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio in January and pleaded that the 
three leaks were too costly to repair 
and the pipes were too expensive to 
replace. 
The 
three-member 
utilities 
regulatory body decided to require 
Columbia to continue service to the 
Hales by installing free of charge a 
propane gas system on Hale’s 
property. 
The order also included a rare 
provision telling Columbia to pay the 
difference between Hale’s typical 


natural gas bill and the more costly 
propane, for as long as the Hales oc­ 
cupy the property. 
Columbia tried to cancel service to 
Hale last December when the gas giant 
said it was not feasible to spend $12,000 
for replacement of the 20-year-old 
natural gas line. 
Hale, acting as his own legal 
counsel, told commission members he 
had calculated that if required to pay 
the difference between natural gas and 
propane, his annual bill would be $504 
instead of the $207 he paid for natural 
gas in 1976. 
In periodic appearances before the 
commission, the crusty old farmer told 
the officials that Columbia’s lack of 
understanding was unfair. 
“Well, the time, the number of years 
that line has been close to my house, 
they don’t mean nothing,” he objected. 


“They (Columbia) can discard that 
line and go clear around me and leave 
me sitting there by myself. That don’t 
cut no ice,” he fumed. 
The gas company is usually granted 
permission to curtail service to a 
customer after Columbia pays for 
converting furnaces and appliances to 
use an alternate fuel, and after it pays 
for a first fillup of that fuel.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - In 
1958, when he had a Sunday 
variety show on NBO, Steve 
Allen tried to install 25 
minutes of seriousness in 
which major historic figures, 
played by actors, discussed 
major issues. 
After a three-week debate, 
he says, NBC said no dice. 
But Allen, in addition to being 
a comedian, songwriter, 
author, actor, pianist and 
struggling trumpet player, 
also is persistent. 
And now, he’s readying a 
second season of that 1958 
idea, called “ Meeting of 
Minds,” for airing early next 
year over the 200-plus public 
TV stations of Ute Public 
Broadcasting Service. 
As with the last effort, 
there’ll be six one-hour 
shows. In them, thespians 
posing as notables ranging 
from Florence Nightingale to 
the Marquis de Sade will 
discuss themselves and their 
times. 
They’ll also exchange ideas

Allen, who does the series at 
public TV station KCET here. 
The show’s intent is simple, 
he says: “To make people 
think.” 
Controversy that came 
after NBC first rejected his 
idea kept the project alive, he 
says. After the rejection, 
Allen fans sought and got his 
OK to do the proposed 
“Meeting” in local produc­ 
tions. 
He even participated in one 
that was recorded for the

When it aired in Los 
Angeles, he said, it drew a 
heavy amount of favorable 
local mail. He assumed the 
same might happen in other 
areas. It didn’t. In fact, there 
was no mail at all. 
He said he checked with the 
distributor of his series and 
found that “Meeting” had 
been 
cut, 
without 
his 
knowledge, from the list of 
shows offered stations outside 
Los Angeles. He says he 
never asked why. 
“But it turned out to be a 
lucky accident, because since 
it proved to be only a local 
show, the fellow who was our 
executive producer, Loring 
d’Usseau, put it up for local 
Emmy awards,” Allen ex­ 
plained. 
It won three Emmys, he 
added, and on the basis of 
that and the favorable mail 
he offered it as series to CBS, 
NBC and ABC. All praised it 
highly, but all turned it down. 
CBS suggested he try PBS. 
“PBS turned it down,”
